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NAVY SUBMARINE WARFARE 


DMIRAL Thomas Hart. USN, upon 
his return from the South Pacific 


called the submarine the most effective 
part of the U. S. Navy’s Asiatic Fleet. 
The submarine has brought a new dimen- 
sion into sea warfare: it has wrought 
drastic changes in naval tactics. In fact 
subs have almost fought their way out of 
a job in several theatres of operation by 
almost completely stopping enemy ship- 
ping with the destruction of 760 enemy 
craft up to noay. 

They have destroyed 3 
carriers, S cruisers, 36 
tenders, 74 fleet tankers, 100 transports 
and 490 cargo and supply ships. This 
makes a total of 760 vessels destroyed by 
our undersea craft. To date we have lost 
29 of our submarines by enemy action. 

For their outstanding performance in 
the destruction of enemy vessels, 10 subs 
have received the Presidential Unit Cita- 
tion. They are the Greeling, Guardfish, 
Nautilus, Trout, Wahoo, Gudgeon, Had- 
dock, Bowfin, Trigger and Sailfish. 

The late Secretary of the Navy Frank 
Knox praised the work of the submarine 
fleet, stating that up to 3 September 1943 
the Japanese Navy lost one-third of its 
available tonnage and 77 per cent of that 
lost tonnage, or 2,500,000 tons was sunk 
by submarines. Secretary Knox reminded 
the submarine personnel consisted of less

than one per cent of the Navy. 
Recently the Navy Department an- 
nounced a drastic cutback in the con- 


struction of submarines. Spokesmen at- 
tributed this cut to the successes of the 
submarine units. 

There is no more highly trained crew on 
any type of ship than that on a subma- 
tine. Chosen on a strictly volunteer basis, 
and required to pass rigid physical ex- 
tminations, these crews are carefully se- 


lected from long waiting lists. Crews 
average about 60 in number. They are 
Specialists in their jobs, and each one in 


the crew knows how to do most of the 
other jobs on the sub, 

Upon entering the submarine service, 
fersonnel have an opportunity to receive 
t thorough technical training with up- 
lodate equipment. Among the many fields 
mM which submarine men learn to become 


expert are Diesel and electrical engineer- 
ing, machine work, navigation, and elec- 
tronics,

Reemployment of Veterans 


To extend the time in which veterans 
may apply for reemployment, Selective 
Service this week requested enactment 
of legislation to extend the specified time 
from 40 days after discharge from the 
armed forces to 90 days after discharge 
from the armed forces or release from 
hospitalization. 

In urging the legislation, Maj. Gen. 
Lewis B. Hershey pointed to the fact 
that veterans hospitalized for more than 
40 days after discharge cannot meet the 
requirement of section 8 of the Selective 
Service Act, which sets that time as the 
limit within which veterans may apply 
for reemployment with guarantee of such 
reemployment. 





Promote Army Generals 

The President this week nominated Lt. 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley (brig. gen., USA) 
for permanent promotion to rank of 
major general, and named 49 other offi- 
cers for temporary promotion to general 
officer grades in the Army of the United 
States. 

The 49 temporary 
cluded three major generals, AUS, pro- 
moted to lieutenant general, AUS; 10 
brigadier generals,. AUS, promoted to 
major general, AUS, and 36 colonels pro- 
moted to brigadier general, AUS. 

The nominations were submitted to the 
Senate on 12 Seyt., and were immediately 
thereafter reported by the Senate Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee. The Senate was 
expected to confirm the nominations at 
the close of yesterday’s session. 

General Bradley, a permanent briga- 
dier general, was named for the perma- 
nent major generalcy in recognition of his 

“outstanding acc complishments on the bat- 
tlefields of Northern France,” the War 
Department stated. He commands the 
Twelfth Army Group in France. He fills 
the major general vacancy created by re- 
tirement of Lt. Gen. Ben Lear.

Higher Ranks for Army, 
Navy Heads Are Sought 


Secretary of War Stimson this week 
gave approval to creation of a new 
general officer grade for the Army pro- 
vided that it be differentiated from the 
higher rank of “General of the Armies of 
the United States” now held by General 
John J. Pershing who led American forces 
to victory in World War I. 

With this approval, the first that the 
Secretary has given since the movement 
started more than a year ago, members 
of the Military and Naval Affairs Com- 
mittee. in the House began to lay plans 
to bring up on Monday, 18 Sept. the “Fleet 
Admiral” bill, which has passed the Sen- 
ate, and to amend it on the floor so as to 
provide also the rank of “General of the 
Army,” which has been tentatively se- 


lected to correspond with “Fleet Ad- 
miral.” 
Under this plan two officers of the 


Navy, and it is generally agreed that they 
will be Admiral Ernest J. King and Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy, will be promoted 
to the Rank of “Fleet Admirals” and two 
officers of the Army, General George C. 
Marshall and General Henry H. Arnold, 
will be promoted to the rank of “General 
of the Army.” Their base pay would re- 
main the same but they would be given 
an additional money allowance of $5,000 
a year. 

The four officers to be promoted under 
the bill constitute the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff for the United States Forces and all 
are members of the Combined Chiefs of 
Staff of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain. 

Representative May, chairman of the 
Military Committee, is out of the city, 
and in his absence it is not likely that 
the committee will meet. However, if 
there is no meeting of the committee and 
the Navy bill should be called up, Rep- 
resentative Thomason, ranking member 
of the committee, plans to introduce, as 
his own personal measure and not as a 
committee project, an amendment pro- 
viding for two “Generals of the Army.” 

There is, however, considerable feeling 
in the House that the new ranks should 
not be confined to the Chiefs of Staff in 
Washington but should be provided in 
numbers sufficient to give the advanced 
rank to commanders in the field and fleet. 
There may be a move to provide such an 
expansion when the bill comes up. 

Secretary Stimson’s statement, given 
at his press conference 14 Sept. follows : 

“I understand that there is a bill that has 
passed the Senate and is now before the 
House of Representatives creating the ad 
vanced naval rank of Fleet Admiral, and 
authorizing the appointment of two naval of 
ficers to this grade. I have been asked by 
members of Congress for the War Depart- 
ment’s view on an amendment which will pro- 
vide for similar advanced Army rank. I have 
advised Congress that the War Department 
concurs in such proposed action, This con- 
currence, however, is contingent on the under- 
standing that a distinction will be made be- 
tween the title conferred by the new ad- 
vanced rank and the title now accompanying 
the higher rank of “the General of the 
Armies,” held by General John J, Pershing. 

The Secretary added that the title of 
the proposed rank would be determined 
by Congress and that it would also apply 
to two officers of the Army.

In this field we are 
just now learning about mechanisms and 
methods which most large wholesale and re- 
tall establishments have used for years. 
Similarly we are studying an improvement 
in Navy fiscal controls along the lines that 
have been common in large decentralized 
corporations, 

“Earlier in the war we had to adopt me- 
theds of price analysis, contract negotiation, 
raw material control, and self insurance 
which although new to the Navy had been 
well known in business for a long time. 

“Perhaps Navy logistics would have bene- 
fited from advice from large shipping com- 
panies, 

“A group like this one can stimulate the 
Navy to keep its business as distinguished 
from its military activities up to date so 
that the transition from war to peace will 
not bring so great a dislocation of existing 
procedures. 

“At the opening of these remarks I spoke 
about the low boring point of most audi- 
ences. It is a matter upon which I am singu- 
larly sensitive because I have been on the re- 
ceiving end of public speaking with suf- 
ficient frequency to make me deeply sym- 
pathetic with the sufferings of audiences. 
Having said that, like most bores I will con- 
tinue to talk on one more subject which I 
think you will need to think about in the 
coming months and that is the war with 
Japan.

They are competent 
students of geography and they know that 
the build up of our tremendous margin of 
materiel superiority in Eurepe occurred over 
only 3000 miles of water and took over two 
years in the doing. They know that roughly 
speaking the transfer of similar power te 
effective points of application in the Orient 
will have te be accomplished over sea lanes 
twe or three times the length and that the 
multiple te be used in any reugh comparisen 
between the logistic task in Europe and the

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Fees for G-I Bill Education 

ixact methods by means of. which the 
nation’s colleges and universities may as- 
sess tuition and other charges for veter- 
ans who have elected to return to the 
classrooms under the G-I Bill, are outlined 
in a service letter to Veterans’ Adminis- 
tration officials, issued this week by Brig. 
Gen. Frank T. Hines, Administrator of 
Veterans’ Affairs. 

A general summary of methods by 
which regional offices of the Veterans’ 
Administration may determine payment 
to colleges and universities follows: 

The college will charge the Veterans’ 
Administration exactly the same tuition, 
library, health, infirmary 
standard fees that are assessed against 
any student who pursues the particular 
course of training. 

The (stitution may ask for tuition pay- 
ments for a full-time veteran trainee at 
the same time these are requested of other 
students. These charges must be not less 


and other |

than $10 per month, $30 per quarter or $40 | 


per semester. 

State and municipal colleges and uni- 
versities are permitted to assess fees 
identical to those charged for non-resi- 
dent students at the rate in effect prior 
to 22 June, 1944. These fees also are to 
be paid by the Veterans’ Administration 
at the time and rate normally requested 
of other students. The charges must be 


not less than $10 per month, $30 per | 


quarter or $40 per semester. 

All provisions for payment are sub- 
ject to the provision of the law that such 
payments may not be in excess of $500 for 


an ordinary school year in respect to any | 


person, This maximum $500 fee must 


cover tuition, laboratory, library, health, | 


infirmary and other established prere- 
quisite fees. None of this money may be 
used or charged for board, lodging or 
transportation. 

Veterans who wish to concentrate their 
education by speed-up methods by attend- 
ing classes on a year round basis are per- 
mittee to do this. Thus, if a veteran com- 
pletes a four-year course in three years, 
the college may receive tuition for the pro- 


gram at the rates charged for four years. | 
General Hines’ service letter explains this 


decision as follows : 

“The ‘ordinary school year’ is defined as 
a period of two semesters or three quar- 
ters- 


not less than thirty nor more than | 


thirty-eight weeks in total length. Under | 


this definition an institution may be paid 
as much as $500 for each ‘ordinary school 


year’ which is completed, regardless of | 


the time required for such completion. 


Thus $500 might be paid for each of four | 
‘ordinary school years’ which are com- | 


pleted within three twelve-month pe- 
riods.” 

Approximately 10,000 veterans have ap- 
plied for training under the provisions of 
Title II, the Veterans’ Administration re- 
ports. Already 5,600 men have been de- 
termined to be eligible and are probably 
waiting for the opening of the new col- 
lege year.

A new policy whereby troop-age officers 
of the Regular Army on duty in Wash- 
ington who have been on staff or overhead 
assignments in the continental United 
States for two years will be released for 
duty with troops of their basic arm or 
service has been promulgated by the War 
Department. 

Those who already have completed 
such service will be transferred as soon 
as practicable, not later than 1 Jan, 1945. 
Others will be released promptly when 
they complete two years service, arrange- 
ments being made in advance for their 
repjacement. 

The new policy also provides that troop- 
age officers of the Regular Army stationed 
in Washington and not 
troops of his own arm or service will be 
released for duty with troops in the 
United States or for service overseas upon 
specific request from the commanding 
general of a major command in the United 
States or an overseas theater commander. 
The requesting authority must furnish a 
qualified replacement who either is over- 





on duty with | 


age or physically disqualified for troop | 


duty, or who has seen service in an ac- 
tive theater. 

For the purpose of the policy, officers 
not over the following ages will be con- 
sidered as of troop-age : Majors, 42 years; 
lieutenant colonels, 45 years, and colo- 
nels, 48 years of age. 

The policy is not to be applied rigidly 
at first, it was said, but is to be a goal to 
be sought. However, exceptions to the 
first policy mentioned above must be sub- 
mitted to the Deputy Chief of Staff for 
approval. 





Information-Education Officers 


Plans are being made by the War De- 
partment for the assignment of special 
“Information-education Officers” to units 
of the Army in the United States and 
overseas. Their functions will be to study 
and report to their commanding officers 
on the morale of the men and to have su- 
pervision over all orientation, informa- 
tion, and education activities and func- 
tions. They will replace the present 
“orientation officers.” 

The move is in line with the recent. 
redesignation of the Morale Services Di- 
vision as the Information and Education 
Division, Army Service Forces. 

The Information-education Officers 
will be charged with assisting command- 
ers in creating and maintaining in service 
personnel a feeling of individual respon- 
sibility for participation in the war, to 
teach them why the United States is en- 
gaged in war, and to keep them abreast 
of military developments on the various 
fronts. 

In this connection, the War Depart- 
ment will establish “Army Orientation 
Courses” to which not less than one hour 
a week will be devoted. 

In armies, corps, and divisions, staff 
officers will be designated as “assistant 
G-3, information-education officer,” and 


in corresponding units in the Army Forces | 


they will be “assistant A-1, information- 
education officer.” 

Officers charged exclusively with the 
educational program, including the work 
of the United States Armed Forces In- 
stitute, will be designated as “education 
officers.” 

The new Information and Education 


Division will make research studies 
among the soldiers and will issue a 
monthly digest, “What the Soldier 


Thinks,” to all company and higher com- 
manders. 





Retirement of Bureau Chiefs

These tickets will be sold at the rate of | 


approximately one and one-fourth cents 
per mile, good for travel in coaches only, 
limited to 30 days after date of sale, and 
authorize the usual free checkable bag- 
gage allowance, and stop-over privilege 
enroute within final limit of ticket. 
Tickets will be sold reading only from 
place of discharge, retirement, or re- 
lease, or from point intermediate thereto, 
to home or place of enlistment or induc- 
tion, or place of employment in the 
United States or Canada to which the 
person discharged, retired, or released de- 
sires to travel. 

The officer issuing the discharge, re- 
tirement, or release papers will execute 


a certificate on an official blank form sup- 


plied by the carriers. 





German Prisoners Give Nazi 
Salute 


The Legation of Switzerland, in charge 
of German interests, has informed the 
Provost Marshal General’s Office that the 


straight-arm salute has been adopted as | 


the official salute of the German Army, 
and, therefore, is authorized as the proper 
salute to be rendered by German prison- 
ers of war interned in the United States, 
the War Department announced this 
week, 

The Legation in notifying the War De- 
partment of this change, requested that 
the information be transmitted to Ger- 
man prisoner-of-war camps in the United 
States. 


Under terms of Article 18 of the Geneva | 
Convention, enlisted prisoners of war are | 


required to salute all officers of the de- 
taining power, and officer prisoners of 
war are required to salute all officers of 
equal or higher rank. 

American personnel are not required to 
salute prisoners of war, the department 
stated.

End V.D. Pay Forfeitures 


To prevent concealment of venereal 
disease and to discourage self-treatment 
for such diseases the House this week 
passed S. 1250,.as amended by the House 
Military Committee. 

The bill repeals existing law which pro- 
vides that pay of personnel in the active 
service of the Army or Navy shall be for- 
feited when they are absent from duty on 
account of the direct effect of venereal 
disease due to misconduct. The War De- 
partment has claimed that this law has 
led to harmful self-treatment in order to 
avoid forfeiture of pay.

Prisoner Promotion Bill 


The indications are that the bill, 8. 
1734, which provides for the annual pro- 
motion while prisoners of war of Amer- 
ican personnel captured in the Philip- 
pines, Wake or Guam, will not be re 
ported to the House by the House Mili- 
tary Committee.

Free Long-Distance Phoning 


To provide authorization for long-dis 
tance calls at Government expense for 
personnel returning from overseas service 
because of wounds or illness, Representa- 
tive Powers, N. J., this week introduced 
H. R. 5344. The measure provides that 
such personnel shall be entitled on ar- 
rival to make one long-distance call not 
to exceed 5 minutes in length at the ex- 
pense of the Federal Government. 





Peacetime Injury Pension 


To remove the existing inequality be- 
tween pension or compensation paid to 
persons who have suffered an anatomical 
loss or the loss of one foot, hand or eye, 
in wartime or peacetime service, the 
House Committee on Invalid Pensions 
this week reported H.R. 5041. 

The proposed legislation would make 
the additional monthly pay the same for 
peace time and war time losses, namely 
$26.25. The peacetime rate is now $18.75. 

The Veterans’ Administration esti- 
mates that the bill would affect 1,700 vet- 
erans of the Regular Army, at an added 
cost of $152,600 the first year.

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Authorizes Increased Payment 

Pending the issuance of an appropriate 
Army Regulation, a War Department Cir- 
cular was scheduled to go out this week 
to all field Finance officers authorizing 
the payment of increased pay to members 
of glider units. 

On receipt of this directive the in- 
creased payment will commence for mem- 
bers of such units not receiving flying 
pay and who participate in regular and 
frequent glider flights. This brings to 
Army Ground Forces glider troops an in- 


crease of 50 per cent in their pay with 


the total monthly increase limited to $100 
in the case of officers, warrant officers 
and nurses, and to $50 in the case of en- 
listed personnel. 

This increased pay is retroactive from 
1 July, 1944, the date the act was passed. 





May Drop Horse Equipment 

It was learned this week that an order 
has been drafted and is now awaiting 
final approval which would classify all 
Army horse equipment, with the excep- 
tion of pack equipment, as surplus. 

The use of mounted troops in the pres- 
ent war has been limited almost entirely 
to the improvised mounted units utilized 
by Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark in the earlier 
phases of the Italian campaign over ter- 
rain which precluded full use of mechan- 
ized equipment. 


Jewish New Year 
Soldiers of Jewish faith desiring to at- 
tend ceremonies in observance of the 
Jewish New Year, 18 Sept. will be granted 
furloughs for that purpose so far as mili- 
tury requirements permit, the War De- 
partment announced this week. 





Army Retiring Boards 

Authority to appoint Army retiring 
boards has been delegated to the com- 
manding generals of the service com- 
mands and the Commanding General, 
AAF, by Change 1, AR 605-250. These com- 
manders are also charged with the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining such boards 
within their commands at all times. The 
regulation also directs that chaplains will 
not be appointed as members of retiring 
boards unless the shortage of suitable per- 
sonnel so dictates.

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Senator Walsh Inspects Facilities 


Chairman Walsh of the Senate Naval 
‘ Affairs Committee will leave in a few 
days for an extensive visit and investiga- 
tion of various naval centers and activi- 
ties in the South and on the West Coast. 
His plans include a visit to the Naval 
Aviation Training Center at Corpus 
Christi, Tex., as well as the Naval Avia- 
tion Training Station which has been 
maintained for many years at.

The trip will include visits to practical- 
ly all the Navy, Marine Corps and Coast 
Guard Stations on the West Coast of the 
Pacific between San Diego and San 
Francisco, and will require at least three 
weeks, Senator Walsh said.

By this trip Senator 
Walsh said he hopes to learn of the prog- 
ress that has been made in putting into 
effect the large amount of Naval legisla- 
tion relating to Naval activities in the 
Pacific Area and the needs of the future. 
His trip does not contemplate a visit to 
the naval establishments at Hawaii .at 
this time. 





Cannon-firing Carrier Planes 

Cannon-firing warplanes, the first ever 
built for operation from an aircraft car- 
rier, are in operation against the Japa- 
nese, the Navy disclosed this week. 

The 20-mm. cannons, attached in fixed 
positions on the leading edge of the wing, 
take the place formerly used for 50-caliber 
machine guns. In addition, the planes re- 
tain the flexible machine-gun positions 
operated by the rear-seat gunner and 
radioman. 





Flameproof Plywood Developed 

Fireproofing of plywood, used exten- 
sively by the Navy for small craft bulk- 
heads and repair, has been accomplished

rines to carry tons of meat, fresh and 
frozen vegetables, fruit, butter, and eggs. 

When a submarine returns to her home 
base from a war patrol the men of the 
crew are given some type of a rest period. 
At Pearl Harbor crews coming in are 
taken off the vessel and relief crews put 
aboard to take care of any overhaul or 
repairs necessary. The crew is given rest 
for about three weeks, with one week of 
liberty and two weeks supervised recrea- 
tion and general building up at a Subma- 
rine Recreation or Rest Center. 

Unlike other types of combat ships, sub- 
marines play little part in fleet actions. 
Their role, when operating with other 
ships, is one of long range reconnaissance. 
The sub’s speed is only about 18 knots on 
the surface which renders her too slow 
to accompany the fleet on a mission in 
which speed is essential. This slowness 
also makes it easy for warships to over- 
take and attack her by depth bombing.

[ee in New York this week was the Navy Industrial Association. Its mem- 


bers are the great manufacturing and producing concerns which have provided 
the machines that operated by our gallant men, are bringing us victory. The outstand- 
ing value of this non-profit and non-political Association and the patriotic purposes 
animating its member firms, are fully appreciated by the Navy. Encouraged by Sec- 
retary Forrestal and the Chiefs of Bureaus, and sponsored by leading industrialists, 
there will be at the service of the country and the Fleet, certainly for the next five 
years a well financed organization that will continue the team work that now exists. 
We are, of course, hopeful that the International Security Organization which will de- 
velop from the negotiations under way, will be productive of peace, but far more con- 
ducive to that desirable end is a prepared America. The lesson of the current global 
struggle is that success in war comes initially from the drafting room, the factories 
and the shipyards. Hitler swept from the borders of Spain to Stalingrad as a result 
of his possession of superior machine power. He was stopped only when the United 
Nations gained equal power, and he is being deprived of his ill-gotten gains and being 
caged in his homeland by the vastly greater power now being exerted against his 
forces. What is true of Germany is likewise true of Japan. Those Nations are finding 
that static defense no longer is effective. The planes in the air, the tanks on the 
evround, the ships that have delivered them at the point of battle, have amazingly accel- 
erated mobility in warfare. Strategically and tactically, therefore, the efficiently 
managed and superior machine has become and will increasingly become the instru- 
ment by which peace will be preserved, and if it be broken, wars will be won. World- 
wide recognition of this fact makes our country, with its overwhelming industrial 
capacity, a largely determining factor as to whether there shall be peace or war. With 
their practical minds, Mr. Forrestal and his Bureau Chiefs and the leading industrial- 
ists of America, understand that the continuing union of the Navy and Industry 
brought about by the formation of the Navy Industrial Association, and we may add 
also, that of the Army and Industry, will contribute more to the preservation of post- 
war peace than, we dare to say, the International Security Organization which is now 
in the making. 


IMING his announcement with General Pershing’s birthday anniversary, Secretary 

Stimson agreed this week to legislation which would create ranks immediately be- 
low that of the distinguished AEF Leader of World War I, for the benefit of Generals 
Marshall and Arnold. The companion legislation to be conferred upon Admirals Leahy 
and King, calls for their appointment as Fleet Admirals, and to rank with them it is 
expected that the Chief of Staff of the Army and the commanding general of the Army 
Air Forces will be named as Generals of the Army and not General of the Armies of 
the United States, the rank General Pershing holds. There is no question that the offi- 
cers who will be honored are deserving of recognition, In their creation and organi- 
zation of the powerful forces now successfully operating in battle areas, in their over- 
all strategical planning, and in their solutions of the innumerable military problems 
the war has produced, they have shown capacity which a grateful people wish to re- 
ward. We have never placed any stock in the argument that at conferences with for- 
eign military and naval officers they have been embarrassed by the higher rank the 
latter held. The fact is that Lend-Lease made our representatives the dominant per- 
sonages in any gathering. It may be observed also that General Eisenhower is com- 
manding British Field and Air Marshals and that General MacArthur, to the satisfac 
tion of Australia, is in supreme command in the Southwest Pacific. There is a strong 
sentiment in Congress in behalf of the recognition of battle area commanders, and an 
effort will be made to increase the number of Generals of the Army and Fleet Ad- 
mirals beyond those proposed, such promotions to go to those of this group that have 
shown signal ability. In any case there remains open for the country to confer after 
the war when serviee can be accurately evaluated, the ranks of General of the Armies 
of the United States and Admiral of the Navy. This is in accord with historical prece- 
dence and the views of the Services which the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL proclaimed, 
and in them there is full concurrence by Admirals Leahy and King and Generals Mar- 
shall and Arnold,

“Of a total of 2,987,311 personnel in the 
Navy on 30 June. less than 12 per cent 








were in the service prior to Pear! Harboe; 
and 2,478,002 or approximately 83 per cen 
are members of the Naval Reserve.” 

His statement continued: 

“In addition to continuing the extengty 
training of personnel now in the service, th 
Navy will be réquired, in the current fiseg) 
year, to train approximately 600,000 new pen 
sonnel who are expected to be drawn into th: 
service from civilian life by 30 June 1945 
The collapse of Germany will result in no cur 
tailment of the Navy's training program. Th 
continued successful prosecution of the war 
against Japan will require, according to pres 
ent estimates, that the Navy continue to ex 
pand until it reaches a strength of 3,389,0K 
by 30 June, 1945. 

“The training of the Navy of 1944 has bee 
achieved by a great expansion of the Naya 
training establishment, the channeling of ap 
titude by careful selection and classification 
of previously acquired civilian skills and abl) 
ities, standardized curricula, practical instruc 
tion, the use of training aids, and intensified 
team training of groups ashore prior to duty 
afloat and abroad. 

“Prior to the inception of the Navy’s inten 
sive shipbuilding program in 1940, the Navy 
had in operation a training establishment 
which consisted of. approximately 75 schools 
with an average attendance of 10,000 person 
nel. In addition the Navy operate two air 
training schools with an attendance of 8 
men which produced an average of 350 pilots 
a year. 

“The Navy now has a total of 947 schools 
with a daily average attendance of 303,000 
personnel. 

“The Navy's schools for training officers 
and officer candidates fall into two groups 


“1, Six Naval Reserve Midshipmen's Schook 
have sent a total of 41,689 deck and engineer 
ing officers to duty assignments throughou 
the Naval establishment. These schools, estab 
lished since 1940 for the training of officer 
candidates from civil life and from the enlistec 
ranks, are the Navy's principal source of 
young, seagoing officers and 95 per cent o! 
their graduates are serving at sea. 


“2. With the knowledge that Selective Serv 
ice would in time sharply diminish or elimi 
nate the supply of young men between th: 
ages of 18 and 21 years upon which the Navy 
would have to depend for additional officer 
candidates, the Navy on 1 July, \1943, insti 
tuted the Navy College Program (V-12) for 
the preliminary training of young officer can 
didates. At this time the Navy College Pro 
gram (V-12) is operating 264 units at 2 
colleges and universities and has a curren! 
attendance of 65,000 officer candidates. Since 
the establishment of the V-12 program, it hat 
delivered more than 23,000 qualified officer 
candidates to the Reserve Midshipmen’s 
Schools, Supply Corps Schools and Marine 
Officer Candidates’ Schools. 


“During peacetime an average of four years 
was required to train a petty officer, third 
class. A young officer was not usually assignec 
to take a deck watch under way until he hac 
spent two years at sea following his fou 
years at the Naval Academy. Today, by the 
utilization of civilian skills and by intensift 
cation of training, petty officers, third class 
are sent to specialized duty as early as seveD 
months after their first enlistment, and young 
officers stand watch in the vessels for which 
they have been qualified in an average time 
of six months. By the continuation of traip 
ing at sea it has been possible to develop sea 
soned veteran personnel in a matter of months 
rather than years.”

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Principal subject of the Anglo-American conference now under way 
at Quebec is the prosecution of the war against Japan. Involved in the problems to be 
faced are the question of command of Allied forces, the degree of participation by the 
British and Dominions’ forces, strategy, and the part Russia may take after the fall 
of Germany. 

It is not likely that a unified command will be established over the vast areas of 
Asia, the Indian Ocean, and the Pacific, but there will be some consolidations. At pres- 
ent, there are the ideologically divided Chinese commands in Central China, those of 
Generalissimo Chiang-Kai-Shek’s and those of the Communist elements ; Lord Mount- 
batten’s forces in Southeast Asia, with General Stilwell working with them and 
Chiang-Kai-Shek ; elements of the British and United States Navy operating in the 
Indian Ocean and the Bay of Bengal; Generat Douglas MacArthur’s Supreme Allied 
headquarters in the Southwest Pacific, and Admiral Chester W. Nimitz’ United States 
Army, Navy, and Air Forces operating in Pacific Ocean Areas with headquarters in 
Pearl Harbor. Talk emanating from Quebec centers around the possibility of Admiral 
Nimitz being given supreme command of Allied Forces in the Pacific, or of Admiral 
Ernest J. King given that command and Admiral Nimitz returning to Washington to 
become Commander in Chief, United States Fleet and Chief of Naval Operations. 
It is not likely that General MacArthur will be subordinated to the over-all command. 
Such a move would not meet with the approval of the Australian government and 
would be counter to the views of*Governor Dewey, Republican presidential nominee, 
that more use be made of MacArthur's talents now that he is “no longer a political 
threat.” It will be recalled that when President Roosevelt met with Admiral Nimitz 
and General MacArthur at Pearl Harbor he stated that the latter “would play a part” 
fn the greater offensives to be made against the Far Eastern enemy. The President 
undoubtedly made clear to the General that he would be in command of the campaign 
to free the Philippines in fulfillment of his “I will return” statement, and to establish 
there powerful forward bases for the further blasting of the Japanese homeland. Ad- 
miral Nimitz, on the other hand, has said that his objective is to drive to the coast of 
China. The two plans are not conflicting and it may well be that both will be carried 
out in order that the utmost pressure will be put upon the enemy in the shortest 
possible time. 

While it is generally accepted that the high command in the Pacific ocean is a job 
for an American, it is quite likely that the British will require that they retain supreme 
command in Southeast Asia, that the fleets in the Indian Ocean Areas, which will be 
expanded, will be under a British Admiral and that British assistants be assigned to 
whoever is given command in the Pacific. As to greater British participation in the 
final phases of the campaign which will lead to the downfall of Japan, there seems 
to be no doubt, in view of the latest assurance from Messrs. Churchill and Eden. The 
towering of British prestige in the Far East as the result of the loss of Singapore and 
Hong Kong, and the effect it would have on post-war trade unless it is redeemed, are 
factors which the British point out weigh heavily in the formulation of their policy. 
The summoning to Quebec of Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau and Admiral 
Emory 8. Land, War Shipping Administrator, is an indication that enormous sums of 
money and prodigious amounts of shipping will be required to carry on large scale 
military and naval operations in the Far East strengthens our argument that Ameri- 
cans shall be in command. 

Just as the Anglo-American Combined Chiefs of Staff in Washington have drawn 
plans and supervised the operations in Europe and Africa and have coordinated the 
work of General Eisenhower’s in the north and General Sir Henry Maitland in the 
Mediterranean and the forces driving up from southern France, so there may be an 
Anglo-American-Sino combined staff to do the planning and coordinating for the war in 
the Far East. 

Marshal Stalin was invited to Quebec, but declined with the statement that “At 
the present time when the Soviet armies are fighting battles on such a broad front, 
developing their offensive increasingly, I am deprived of the possibility of traveling 
out of the Soviet Union and leaving the direction of the armies for the shortest period.” 
A subsequent statement by President Roosevelt that the Quebec conference is “work- 
ing in consonance with the situation in China, the Pacific, and in Europe, coordinating 
our efforts with those of our allies, particularly the Chinese and the Russians,” was 
generally interpreted as indicating that Stalin is sympathetic with our aims in China 
and the Pacific and that a conference will be held, perhaps, next month, at which the 
Soviet Marshal will be present. 

Somewhat overshadowed by the events in Quebec, the World Security Conference 
meeting in Washington has been making “excellent progress,” according to Under 
Secretary Stettinius, who announced this week that drafts of their suggestions are 
nearing completion. The drafts will require-a few more days’ work, he said. In the 
meantime, Sir Alexander Cadogan, head of the British mission to the conference, has 
gone to Quebec to confer with his Prime Minister. Sir Alexander’s visit to Quebec, 
Mr. Stettinius said, is “not in any way connected” with the Dumbarton Oaks confer- 
ence. There are differences of viewpoint on the security organization, which the 
President and Mr. Churchill are expected to iron out. What is described as the “second 
phase” of the Dumbarton Oaks conference but really is a separate meeting, will now 
epen with the Chinese delegates replacing the Russians, The Chinese are in Wash- 
ington and have been kept informed of the progress of the first phase so that they are 
prepared to take up the discussions as to the type of World-Security Organization they 
desire and the place the use of their armed force will have in maintaininng world 
peace. Dispatches from Chung King have indicated the authorities there favor main- 
tenance of strong forces by the world organization, together with bases from which 
to operate, so that the victor nations will be in a position immediately to suppress ag- 
gression anywhere in the world. Later, after these preliminary conferences are con- 
cluded and the member nations have digested their suggestions, a larger confererice 
will be called to which France and the smaller peace-loving nations will be invited. 

In the first Armistice terms of the war to be made public, Rumania agreed to en- 
gage actively in the war against Germany and Hungary to the extent of keeping twelve 
infantry divisions, with relative replenishments, in the field, and to pay Russia $300,- 
000,000 in kind, i.e., oil, lumber, etc. Rumania also is required to withdraw from cir- 
culation and redeem all currency issued by the Soviets and to hand it over without any 
compensation. Rumania is to maintain her own civil government except in active 
combat areas and is to regain Transylvania, which Hitler awarded to Hungary in 
1940. However, Russia is to have Bessarabia and Bukovina. Interned Allied civilians 
and war prisoners are to be released and Germans and Hungarians, except Jews, are 




















to be interned by Rumania. The terms were signed in Moscow by Russian Marshal 
Malinovsky, “by the authority of the governments of the U. S. 8. R., the United King- 
dom, and the United States.” Terms for the Bulgarians have been drafted by the 
European Advisory Commission, but not yet signed. Finnish delegates have left Mos- 
cow bearing with them the Russian armistice terms which they will present to the 
Finnish Parliament for approval. 


Army Air Forces—A remotely controlled gun-fire system is employed on the B-29 
Superfortress, the Boeing Aircraft Company announced recently. This system 
enables gunners encased in pressurized compartments to operate guns outside the 
compartments. The firing system was developed jointly by AAF Materiel Command, 
Boeing, and General Electric. An upper forward turret, lower forward turret, upper 
rear turret, and lower rear turret each has two .50 caliber machine guns. The tail 
mount has the two machine guns and in addition a 20-mm. cannon. Turrets are smaller 
and installed at positions on the plane where their fire is more effective. The reduced 
size of turrets creates less drag and sighting accuracy is improved as gunners are 
spared the jar and vibration of recoil. 

The C-82, a military cargo plane about twice the size and capacity of the DC-3 
of the air lines, was flown successfully at the Fairchild Aircraft plant, Hagerstown, 
Md., 10 Sept. Despite its great capacity the plane has a range exceeding 3,500 miles. 
This makes it suitable for the long-range shipment of supplies which will be a part of 
the Pacific offerisive as it draws nearer Japan. 

Figures published recently by the Chinese Ninth War Area credit Maj. Gen 
Claire Chennault’s 14th Air Force with 23,077 Japanese killed in the Hunan area, 
45,121 wounded and 14,259 horses killed. These figures are for the period 25 May-19 
Aug. In attacks on Japanese supply lines nine gunboats, 63 steamers, 2,435 junks and 
2,833 sampans were sunk. In addition 92 tanks and armored vehicles, 2,416 trucks 
and 72 gasoline and ammunition dumps were destroyed and 44 bridges knocked out. 
In the same period 206 enemy planes were destroyed in the air and on the ground, 38 
probably destroyed and 38 more damaged. 

Authorization for construction of additional facilities, including housing for 
enlisted men and officers, at Fairfield-Suisun Army Airfield, Calif., was announced by 
the War Department 8 Sept. Facilities are to consist of runway extensions, parking 
apon and connecting taxiways, and hard standings. Work will be supervised by the 
Sacramento, Calif., District Office of the Corps of Engineers. 

AIR TRANSPORT COMMAND—Madame Chiang Kai-Shek, wife of General- 
issimo Chiang Kai-Shek of China, was brought from Rio de Janeiro, Brazil, to New 
York City by the ATC in 27 hours elapsed travelling time. Madame Chiang was being 
hurried to New York for medical treatment. Of the elapsed time, only 22 hours 55 
minutes were in flight, the remaining time being consumed, by stops at Belem, Brazil, 
and at Puerto Rico. 

The trip was made in a C-54 Douglas transport plane outfitted by the ATC for 
special mission work. This plane was modified to meet the continuing requirements 
of top military and diplomatic personnel of this and allied governments. Piloted by 
Lt. Col. Henry T. Myers of the ATC, the same plane carried the Secretary of War on 
his recent trip to the Mediterranean and European theaters. On its return from that 
mission the plane made a record non-stop flight from London to Washington in 17 
hours 55 minutes. 

RESEARCH—Discussing post-war aircraft production problems with members 
of the industry last week, General H. H. Arnold, commanding general of the Army 
Air Forces, stated that the future security of the country depends, to a large extent, 
on an adequate air force and an industry with an ever-increasing technical knowledge. 

Pointing out that such problems in aeronautical progress must, of necessity, 
concern both the AAF and industry, General Arnold said: 

’ “Aircraft development is still in its primary stage, we all know. There will be 
wholly new and probably revolutionary design making obsolete all our present types. 
We must keep pace with this development. We cannot afford to lag.” 

The AAFP, he said, is planning to carry out a comprehensive continuing experi- 
mental program, drawn up to secure superiority in design and production of military 
aircraft. ° 

While official announcement has not yet been made of the part in post-war aircraft 
development the Air Technical Service Command will play, its operating components 
include those with engineering and procurement duties. Lt. Gen. William S. Knudson, 
now commanding general of the Command, with headquarters at Wright Field, Ohio, 
has gained wide experience in Army production problems. 


Navy Selection Boards—Names of the retired officers selected for temporary promo- 
tion to next higher grades by a panel which met some months ago appear elsewhere in 
this issue. Listed are a group of lieutenants of the line and staff corps of the Regular 
Navy and Naval Reserve promoted to lieutenant commander, and a group of lieuten- 
ant commanders of the same categories promoted to commander. Those retired com- 
manders who were selected for temporary promotion to captain are being promoted 
by letter orders in accordance with wartime Navy policy of not making public promo- 
tions to grade of eaptain. The selection panel completed its work about six weeks ago 
and the Secretary of the Navy approved the findings shortly thereafter, but orders to 
promote the lieutenants and lieutenant commanders could not be put out by the Bureau 
of Naval Personne! until this week. 

The 9 Sept. ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL published the names of approximately 600 
lieutenant commanders of the line of the Regular Navy promoted to commander, tem- 
porary.

Naval Aeronauties—As a part of the Navy’s program of conservation, if is retreading 
15,000 airplane tires a month at various Naval air facilities. In the past year, an of- 
ficer at each air station in this country was given special training, and assigned to 
see that all tire pressures are checked every 24 hours along with other tire conser- 
vation measures. Under the present program, whenever either the Army or Navy 
develops a sudden and unforeseen need for tires—a need that may be caused by the 
loss of a supply ship, for example—it is possible for one branch of the service to 
get tires directly from the other in that theatre, tending to level off inventories. 

Four Navy torpedo bombers of Task Force 58 made five direct hits on a Jap car- 
rier and one on a Jap battleship according to a Navy announcement this week, The 
Navy planes were part of the attack on the Japanese fleet on 2 June it was die- 
closed. 

Pilots of the plans were: Lt. Edward BE. Wood, USNR; Lt. (jg) John B. Rus- 
sell, USNR; Lt. (jg) Dexter W. Smith, USNR; and Ens. James Jones, jr.. USNR. 
All pilots and their crews reached the home fleet after the attack. 

Lieutenant Smith put his plane down in the water because of a shortage of fuel, 
however, he and his crew were rescued. Ensign Jones landed on the deck of a de- 
stroyer, which was not his own, and the landing resulted in a minor deck crash 
which resulted in no casualties. 

Air Squadron VP-13 returned to the United States for rest and reassignment, has 
come back without a loss of a gingle one of its 15 planes, the announcement revealed. 
Squadron VP-13 was the first air unit to operate four-motored Coronado flying boats 
on combat missions. Comdr. Thomas F. Connolly, USN, commands the unit. 


Ordnance Department—Lt. Gen. Brebon Somervell, Commanding General of Army 
Service Forces, announced 9 Sept. that August deliveries of arms, ammunition and 
supplies to the Army rose 10.7 per cent over July. In letters to the chiefs of the 
seven technical services responsible for the procurement, General Somervell con- 
gratulated them, their district offices and the management and workers in American 
industry, who “put their backs into the job of getting out enough arms and equip- 
ment, on time.” 

Maj. Richard S. Cranmer, who has just returned to this country from a special 
Ordnance mission to England and France declared that several battalions of U. 8. 
antiaircraft troops have been on 24-hour duty in England, fighting with similar 
British units in an all-out effort to destroy the robot bombs. Major Cranmer declared 
the quality of U. 8. Ordnance equipment and the marksmanship of our troops is 
superb. He said, “The majority of robot bombs were shot out of the sky. However, 
when they did penetrate strong British-American air and ground defenses, they did 
considerable damage.” 


Transportation Corps—Given a radio interview by Mr. Albert R. Beatty of the Asso- 
ciation of American Railroads this week, Brig. Gen. Andrew F. McIntyre, USA, 
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Chief of the Rail Division, and Brig. Gen. Robert H. Wylie, USA, Assistant Chief of 
the Transportation Corps, commented on the ability of their personnel to operate 
railroads in occupied countries. 

General McIntyre said: “Military Railway Service troops are keeping pace with 
the Allied advances in the Buropean theatre of operations, and they are prepared to 
operate military railway lines wherever our fighting men go—and that includes Nazi 
Germany.” General McIntyre revealed that the Transportation Corps now has a 
personnel strength of more than 350,000. Ile said that 4,000 of these are WAC’s 
serving with the corps in this country and overseas. 

General Wylie said: “It is the policy of the Military Railway Service to keep 
French railroad men on the trains as much as possible. Then will come the joint 
French-American control, and finally, the railroads will be returned to the French.” 

Graduation exercises were held 9 Sept. for the Atlantic Coast Transportation 
Corps Officers’ Training School at Ft. Slocum, N. Y. Col. E. C. R. Lasher, Deputy 
Chief, TrafficlControl Division, Office of the Chief of Transportation was the com- 
mencement day speaker. This was the 15th class to graduate from the school. 





Bureau of Ships—The 2,250-ton destroyer Frank Knox, honoring the late Secre- 
tary of the Navy, will be launched 17 Sept. at the Bath Iron Works, Bath, Me. The 
vessel will be christened by Secretary Knox’s widow, Mrs. Annie Reid Knox. High- 
ranking Navy Department officials will participate in the ceremonies. Secretary of 
the Navy Forrestal, Colonel Knox’s successor, in announcing last May that a ves- 
sel under construction would bear the name of the late Secretary, said: “With it will 
go the flaming spirit of that man.” 


Signal Corps—Brig. Gen. Stephen H. Sherrill, formerly a member of the Operations 
Division of the War Department General Staff, on 6 Sept. was named commandant of 
the Eastern Signal Corps School, Ft. Monmouth, N. J. He succeeds Col. Harry E. 
Storms, who will receive a new assignment. Genera’ Sherrill’s last post was command 
of the Army Air Forces Aircraft Warning Unit Training Center, which operates un- 
der the Third Air Force at Drew Field, Fla. 

In order to release more overhead-personnel for overseas duty, the 803rd and the 
15th Signal Training Regiments at Ft. Monmouth, N. J., are being consolidated.

Bureau of Supplies and Accounts—The Navy Supply Corps School, Babson Unit, at 
Babson, Mass., will be discontinued on or about 20 Dec. 1944, when the last class will 
be graduated, it was announced this week by the Bureau’s Officer Personnel Division. 
The school will close after graduating 11 classes comprising an approximate total of 
2,057 officers of the Supply Corps from the two-month specialists’ course. The edu- 
cational unit was set up to train officers for special billets in the corps. Most gradu- 
ates have been assigned to supply activities in the United States and at advanced 
bases. Some, however, were given sea duty in specialists’ capacities. 

It also was announced that the Marine Transportation Course, Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, in Boston, will be discontinued on or about 28 Oct. 1944, 
when the present class, which began studies 19 Aug. will be graduated. During the 
tenure of this school, approximately 175 specialists in materials handling and steve- 
doring will have been graduated. 

“For extraordinary heroism during the bombardment and occupation of the 
Philippine Islands,” Comdr. Carl F. Faires, jr.. (SC) USN, was recently awarded the 
Navy Cross. The citation lauded Commander Faires for “valiant and courageous” 
service, “fighting spirit and unwavering devotion” under “repeated hostile bombing 
and strafing attacks.” Commander Faires was a lieutenant at the time of the Philip- 
pine invasion. 

The first set of a series of safety posters developed by the Bureau’s Field Op- 
erations Branch, now is being distributed to all naval establishments which handle 
materials and supplies. In breezy cartoon style this series of pointed safety tips is 
designed to impress equipment operators with the importance of eliminating the 3 
D’s which bedevil materials handlers—damage, danger and delay. The four object- 
lesson cartoons on each poster picture specific hazards with a prevailing counter- 
point undertone of care and caution. One poster illustrates general safety tips and 
three deal specifically with fork truck operation. 


Army Chaplains Corps—The General Commission on Army and Navy Chaplains of 
the Federal Council of the Churches of Christ in America, and the National Council 
of the Service Men’s Christian League, have begun the publication of “The Chaplain.” 
a monthly periodical for Protestant Chaplains. In the first issue, that of October, 
the Reverend William B. Pugh, D.D., chairman ef both of the above organizations. 
states that the objectives of the publication will be: (1) to stress a keener realization 
of the necessity of Protestant unity; (2) to exchange ideas for the immediate task; 
and (3) the presentation of facts concerning postwar problems. 


Army Medical Department—The Army Medical Department has found that laundry 
can be washed satisfactorily in sea water, experiments conducted by Maj. H. F. 
Wiley, Office of the Surgeon General, have demonstrated. Given practical test re- 
eently on board a hospital ship the new process saved approximately 4,480 gallons of 
fresh water a day. This provided plenty of drinking water, water for baths and suf- 
ficient fresh water to keep the galley, wards and remainder of the ship’s interior spot- 
lessly clean. :

50,000th Inf. Officer Graduated 

Newly graduated officers are not being 
commissioned too late for action but will 
command the ground combat units re- 
quired to destroy the Japanese armies, 
Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, USA-Ret., Command- 
ing General, Army Ground Forces, told 
the graduating class at the Infantry Of- 
ficer Candidate School, Ft. Benning, Ga., 
yesterday, 15 Sept., when he presented a 
commission as second lieutenant to the 
50,000th graduate of the school. 


Text of General Lear’s speech follows: 


“General Marshall, our Chief of Staff, has 
entrusted to me the following personal mes- 
sage to each of you. I quote: 

“Throughout the world, wherever our 
Army is fighting, graduates of the Infantry 
Officer Candidate School are at the spear- 
head of the attack. In less than three years 
fifty thousand officers have graduated from 
the Infantry School to meet our tremendous 
need of young leaders. Your predecessors, 
like you who are graduating today, were 
selected from men in the ranks who had 
shown outstanding qualities of leadership and 
had demonstrated during their training at 
Fort Benning that they were qualified to as- 
sume the responsibilities of command. This 
method of selection and training has been an 
important factor in maintaining the demo- 
cratic foundation for our great citizen-Army. 

“‘The enthusiasm with which young of- 
ficers have accepted the heavy responsibilities 
of their commissions has accounted for much 
of the determination with which the Infantry 
has pressed home its attacks on the battle- 
fields. A number have advanced from company 
leadership to positions of much responsibility, 
conspicuously demonstrating the aggressive 
spirit and leadership for which they were 
selected. These young men, in an important 
measure, are responsible for much of our 
great successes on European battlefields, and 
they are taking a leading part in the 
desperate jungle and island fighting of the 
vast Pacific. 

“One of you happens to be the fifty thou- 
sandth Officer Candidate to graduate from 
the Infantry School. In extending my con- 
gratulations on this occasion, I should like 
to point out that the individual who receives 
this honor deserves congratulations not be- 
cause of his chance numerical prominence— 
for that will lead no troops to victory—but 
because, like all of you, he has successfully 
completed the best training course your Army 
has been able to devise. Even greater con- 
gratulations, however, should rightly be ex- 
tended to this School itself, for the incom- 
parable job it has done in producing so 
many fine and capable young officers. Fifty 
thousand is a good round figure. It is also 
an impressively substantial figure, and one 
that should cause grave concern to our ene- 
mies, whose dwindling pools of manpower 
are daily ebbing, as ours continue to be en- 
riched by trained junior officers such as you. 

“An Army is no better than its command- 
ers and its leaders, and our Infantry units 
will be no better than you are. You have 
earned the privilege and responsibility of 
commanding our fighting soldiers. Leader- 
ship is the key to military success, and you 
are the men who will have to wield that key. 
You are the leaders who will be with the sol- 
diers who are in intimate contact with the 
enemy—the front-line fighting; you will be 
doing the actual fighting yourselves. Do not 
think that your jobs will be easy. They will 
not. It is you who will have to receive and 
transmit orders under the most difficult cir- 
cumstances imaginable. It is you who will 
have to order men you know well to perform 
dangerous and difficult tasks. It is you who 
will undertake the most hazardous and try- 
ing of these tasks yourselves. You must do 
so uncomplainingly and unhesitatingly. If 
there are risks to take, and there will be, you 
will have to be the first to take them, for 
you are now leaders of fellow Infantrymen. 

“IT have said that your training has been 
the best that could be made. When you are 
on the battlefield, you will thank God for 
every difficult moment you have spent at this 
School. You will have to be hard, then, and 
the physical and mental hardening you have 
been given here will seem to you a blessing. 
You may feel now that you have had to ab- 
sorb plenty; you will find later that you can 











never have absorbed enough. 

“Today you are qualified platoon leaders— 
without platoons. Very shortly, you will have 
your platoons. It is inspiring to me to think 
of the thousands of small units that have 
been led in this war by officers who not so 
long ago were sitting in the seats you now 
occupy. Many graduates of this School are not 
leading platoons any more. Some of then 
have gone far beyond that, and are now 
holding positions of considerably increased 
responsibility. Many have won high decora. 
tions for valor. Yes, and many have had 
their names added to the gloriors roll of 
our heroes who have fallen in battle. Taken 
as a group, they represent a phenomenal! ex 
ample of the growth of our citizen Army 
There are countless officers today—good ones 
—who two or three years ago were totally un 
familiar with our military establishment 
They have learned fast, and have done well 
We old-timers are pleased with their quick at- 
tainment of commissions. We are proud to be 
serving with them, and grateful for thoir 
fine response to our country's need of them 

“Some of you, reading the war news, have 
doubtless been worrying that your training 
would not end in time for you to get into 
action. I assure you that you need not worry 
The Army is waiting for you. It can use yoru 
It will use you. Our enemies in Europe have 
suffered staggering losses, and their days are 
numbered. It is to be devoutly hoped that 
their complete subjugation will occur as soor 
as possible, whether or not you have yet had 
your chance to strike them, But our enemies 
in the Pacific will still take a lot of beating 
It will require many of our ground combat 
units to destroy their armies, and it will re- 
quire many determined young leaders to com 
mand those units. Your day for fighting will 
come, 

“And when it does come, I want you to re- 
member one thing. You will be leading the 
finest soldiers in the world—the American In- 
fantry. The crossed muskets you wear as 
well as your bars, are your badges of eligi- 
bility to lead these soldiers. Prove worthy 
of your honorable insignia. 

“Many of the men you command, by the 
time you meet them, will be wearing the Com 
bat Infantryman Badge. They will be rightly 
proud of this distinction. Most of you will 
have to earn yours. I do not doubt that you 
will conduct yourselves as splendidly ip 
battle as you have here. 

“TI wish particularly to stress the point 
that you young gentlemen must be command- 
ers as well as leaders. As commanders you 
must know thoroughly each individual of 
your platoon, his capabilities and limitations, 
his problems and difficnities, and you must 
feel a complete responsibility for his health, 
comfort and happiness as well as for his 
combat efficiency. You are responsible for the 
physical, mental and moral well-being of 
your men, their conduct on and off the battle 
field, in your training camps, and in nearby 
communities. You should realize that your 
men will be conscious of and appreciate your 
watchfulness over their welfare. 

“In every report which comes to us from 
commanders overseas, we are told to place 
greater emphasis on the training of small 
units—the squad and the platoon. Our losses 
have frequently been too high hecause of 
faulty leadership in these units. Your divi 
sion will succeed only as your platoon suc 
ceeds, Your command supervision must never 
cease, The greater success you attain in com 
mand supervision and leadershin, the les* 
will be your losses on the battlefield. 

“You have an unparalleled opportunity. 
You are about to join in action the arm of 
our fighting forces that, more than any 
other, bears the brunt of battle. As Infantry 
officers, you will have a close, personal share 
in our final victories. Artillery, tanks, planes. 
engineers, cavalry, the vast resources of 0U!

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U. S. War Round Up 
BY THE SECRETARY OF WAR 


The Allied armies in France this week have 
accomplished the following: 

They have invaded German soil, with 
American troops thrusting at two points to- 
ward the Siegfried Line. 

They have liberated Luxembourg, adding 
the capital city of that small country to Paris 
and Brussels in the list of the freed capitals. 

They have made a firm line from the North 
Sea to the borders of Switzerland through 
the junction of General Patch’s Seventh Army 
from southern France with the Third Afmy 
of General Patton. 

They have taken the port of Le Havre, 
which eventually will he of great value, al- 
though its facilities are badly damaged. 

They have established action room across 
the Albert Canal in north Relgium and across 
the Moselle River to the southeast. 

The total of prisoners taken in northern 
and southern France runs over 375,000. 

Now our forces are coming up against the 
outskirts of the Siegfried Line on a broad 
front. The enemy's weak spots will be fonnd. 

The Germans are doing their best to muster 


larger forces of troops for a desperate stand. ! 


The enemy is doing additional work on the 
Siegfried Line. His strong defense of the ap- 
proaches to Metz showed the formidable 
character of his resistance even in positions 
which are not outposts. 

The first contact between our Seventh and 
Third Armies came at 3:00 P.M. Monday and 
was cemented at Chatillon on the Seine River, 
40 miles northwest of Dijon. Substantial 
groups of the enemy are believed to be caught 
west and sonth of the link which joined the 
two Allied armies. 








Our air forces have administered a serious | 


blow to what remains of the German air 
force. In three days the fighters and bombers 
of the United States Fighth Air Force de- 
stroyed 405 German planes in the air and 
on the ground. Onr own losses were not 
light, due principally to the heavy antiair- 
eraft fire of the enemy. 

Reports have now been received of the de- 
tails of the airborne operations at the out- 
set of the campaign against the Germans in 
southern France. They show how effective 
was the planning for this phase of the op- 
eration and how successfully it was carried 
out. Ninety per cent of the paratroopers were 
dropped in the exact zones for which they 
were destined by the advanced plans. Only 
two per cent of those dropping suffered jump 
casualties. Only two per cent of the glider 
pilots were killed or are still missing. There 
was not a single instance of fire by our own 


| 
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ships or troops en air transports or gliders. 

In Italy, American and British troops in 
the center and en the west have moved for- 
ward into general contact with the Gothic 
Line. Americans captured the towns of Prato 
and Pistoia. 

Russian troops this week, having pushed 
Bulgaria out of the Axis lineup, have pressed 
into the valleys of southern Transylvania. 
Other Soviet forces, driving over the Car- 
pathians, are also striking at Hungary. 
Budapest, the capital of Hitler’s last Balkan 
satellite, is not much more than 100 miles 
away. 

In Poland, Soviet troops have taken the city 
of Lomzha, key point for the defense of War- 
saw, and also of the East Prussian border 
to the north. 

The pace of our offensive in the Pacific 
has been increasing. As you know, naval 
aircraft carriers and other warships have 
been pounding the Palau Islands, Yap, Ulithi, 
Mindanao and other enemy points in the 
Philippines. Army planes have been par- 
ticipating in the blows at the Japanese from 
the Volcano Islands to the Celebes. A record 
attack was made on Ceram, off the western 
tip of New Guinea. Aleutian-based Army 
planes have also bombed the Kuriles. 

As a result of the continuing Allied ad- 
vances in Burma following upon decisive de- 
feats of the Japanese in northern Burma and 
on the Indian border, the effective combat 
strength of the enemy in this region has 
been reduced by one half. 

British and Indian forces have opened a 
new drive in the Arakan coastal sector of 
Burma and have driven the Japanese from 
mountain positions in the Mayu Range south- 
west of Buthidaung. 

In south China, Japanese offensive thrusts 
are multiplying. We have lost an airbase at 
Lingling and have been forced to demolish 
its facilities and then to bomb the enemy in 
thet area.. 

Total United States Army casualties in all 
theaters as reported through 29 August are 
as follows: 62,357 killed, 172,042 wounded, 48,- 
181 prisoners of war and 45,036 missing—a 
total of 327,616. Of the wounded, 72,542 have 
been returned to duty.

CINCPAC 

No, 114, 11 Sept.—Carrier-based aircraft of 
the Pacific Fleet struck at enemy airfields and 
other military objectives at Mindanao Island 
in the Philippines on 8 Sept. The airfields 
at Del Monte, Valencia, Cagayan, Buayan, 
and Davao were bombed and strafed. In 
these attacks two enemy aircraft were en- 
countered near our carriers, five were en- 
countered over Cagayan, and one over Davao. 
All were shot down. Approximately 60 enemy 
aircraft were destroyed on the ground. Bar- 
racks, warehouses, and hangars were hit at 
the several airdromes attacked. Enemy water- 
front installations at Matina, Cagayan, and 
Surigao were also bombed. 

A convoy was discovered off Hinatuan Bay 
consisting of 32 loaded coastal cargo ships 
and 20 sampans. This convoy was brought 
under attack by Pacific Fleet cruisers, de- 
stroyers, and carrier aircraft, and all of the 
enemy ships were destroyed. In addition, 
enemy shipping found in Sarangani Bay and 
Davao Gulf, and near Cagayan and Surigao 
was attacked, resulting in the sinking or 
probable sinking of 16 small cargo ships, one 
medium cargo ship, one patrol craft, and 
many sampans, and setting fire to two small 
cargo ships, and at least 17 sampans. Our 
aircraft losses in the operations were very 
light. There was no damage to our surface 
ships. 

More than 80 tons of bombs were dropped 
and numerous rockets fired by carrier air- 
craft in attacking the Palau Islands on 9 
Sept. 

Liberators of the Eleventh Army Air Force 
bombed Paramushiru Island in the Kuriles 
on 9 Sept. and Liberator search planes of 
Fleet Air Wing Four attacked the island 
again before dawn on 10 Sept. 

Runways and air facilities at Iwo Jima in 
the Volcano Islands were hit with 37 tons of 
bombs by Seventh Army Air Force Libera- 
tors on 9 Sept. 

TWENTIETH AIR FORCE 

No, 11, 8 Sept.—A large task force of B-29 
Superfortresses from the Twentieth Bomber 
Command today attacked, in a daylight mis- 
sion from China bases, important industrial 
targets at Anshan, in Japanese-dominated 
Manchuria. The mission was led by Maj. 
Gen. Curtis E. LeMay, the new Commanding 
General of the Twentieth Bomber Command. 
Returning pilots reported that observed 
bombing results were good. 

None of our planes is believed to have been 
lost as a result of enemy action. 


ALLIED EXPEDITIONARY FORCE 

Ne. 151, 6 Sept.—Allied troops continued to 
make good progress north of the Somme, 
reaching the line of Aire-St. Omer yesterday 
evening. Other forces, by-passing Boulogne, 
have reached the area of the Forest of Guines. 

Farther south our troops advancing into 
Belgium have freed Charleroi and Namur. 

No. 152, 7 Sept.—Ghent has been captured 
and Courtrai is reported clear of the enemy. 
Allied forces have taken Armentieres and the 
area west of Lille as far as Merville. 

No, £53, 8 Sept. — Allied forces, pressing 
northeast from Louvain, crossed t&e Albert 
Canal in the vicinity of Beeringen and ad- 
vanced elements reached the area of Bourg- 
Leopold yesterday evening. 

Yypres has been captured and our forces 
have advanced to the vicinity of Roulers. - 

No. 154, 9 Sept.—Expansion of the Allied 
bridgehead over the Albert Canal has met 
growing enemy resistance. The capture of 
Bourg-Leopold was completed against strong 
opposition. 

Our troops continue to close in on the ports 
of Calais and Boulogne. 

No, 155, 10 Sept.—Allied forces clearing the 
Channel coast area have made considerable 
progress around Bergues, southeast of Dun- 





kerque. Farther east our units are approach- 
ing Bruges. 

Gains have been made north of Antwerp. 

No, 156, 11 Sept.—The city of Luxembourg 
has been liberated by Allied forces advancing 
toward the Moselle. Northwest of Nancy our 
troops are in the northern part of Liverdun. 
Farther north, in the Ardennes, we are at 
Neufchateau, twenty-two miles northeast of 
Sedan. 

No, 157, 12 Sept.—Allied troops have crossed 
the Luxembourg-German frontier and to the 
south we have established contacts with our 
forces advancing from southern France. 


STRATEGIC AIR FORCES IN EUROPE 


8 Sept.—More than 1,000 heavy bombers of

Flying Fortresses and B-24 Liberators of the 
Eighth Air Force attacked oil plants and 
other factories.

A vigorous plea for the maintenance of 
a strong Navy after the war was voiced 
this week by Representative Bates, Rep.

war, (a) in which there may be no agree- 
ment to maintain the peace, (b) that in 
which the United States will be respon- 
sible for maintaining peace in the Pacific 
and the Western Atlantic, and (c) that 
which would operate under a world se- 
curity agreement. 

In his address, Mr. Bates said: 

“Remembering vividly as I do our prewar

difficulties in building up the fleet. I must 
confess that [ have grave misgivings when | 
contemplate the postwar future of our Nayy 
Few will quibble now when it is proposed 
that we retain a strong navy. But I suspect 
that the fear of defeat has merely drowned 
out many of the voices of negation that 
plagued us before the war, These voices may 
be heard again in rising volume as the quiet 
of peace returns to the world. 

“Of course, the term “strong navy” 
relative term, The size of the fleet we retain 
must be determined in accordance wiih the 
world situation in the years following the 
cessation of hostilities. The Navy has out 
lined three broad plans to fit different hypo 
thetical situations. The first, as outlined not 
long ago by Vice Admiral Horne, Vice Chief 
of Naval Operatiors, is based on the hypo- 
thesis that the world situation in post-war 
will be one in which there is no agreement 
whatever among the Allied Nations to coop- 
erate in maintaining world peace. The sec- 
ond plan is based upon the assumption that 
the United States will take responsibility for 
maintaining peace in the Pacific and western 
Atlantic. The third is designed to cover the 
situation if the United Nations set up a work- 
able system of collective security. 

“Whatever the situation at hand, let us be 
doubly certain that our Navy is strong enough 
to handle the job. The size of the fleet should 
be tailored to fit our national obligations, 
But let us never again skimp on the cloth, for 
that is one sure way to weaken the whole 
fabric of the peace.”

Urges Strong Post-War Navy 


Vice Adm. Randall Jacobs, Chief of Na- 
val Personnel, speaking on the March of 
Time Program over the NBC network 14

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Investigate Army Hospitals 

The House Military Affairs Commit 
tee has found instances in which Army 
hospitals have had inadequate facilities 
and service personnel have not received 
the kind of treatment expected to be 
given to them, Chairman May of the Com- 
mittee, told the House last week. 

As a result of committee investigations, 
Representative May said, “we found sey- 
eral cases where the War Department 
agreed with us that the situation was not 
exactly what it ought to be and remedied 
it. I will say this, that the War Depart- 
ment, when we do call their attention to 
these things, is ready and anxious to co- 
operate with us.” 

He continued : 

“IT would like to make this further ob- 
servation that in connection with the in- 
vestigation of one hospital—I will not 
name it at present—we found that they 
were without refrigeration; that they had 
no electric fans; that they were over- 
crowded ; and in fact, that there was an 
adequate hospital within ahout 30 miles 
of this particular hospital not fully oc- 
cupied. We immediately complained to 
the War Department that we had found 
these conditions which involved the lo- 
cation of fresh meat out in the open, with 
flies on it, there being even no screens. 
They immediately made available $80,000 
for improvements and sent. refrigeration 
and other facilities to it. Similar condi- 
tions have existed in two or three differ- 
ent instances.” 


Latin-Americans at USMA 

Legislation to provide travel allowances 
to the Military Academy from home of 
the cadets which Latin-American na- 
tions are permitted to send to West Point 
was asked of Congress this week by the 
War Department. 

The department also asked that the 
present limit of one cadet from each Latin 
country be raised to three, so that if some 
countries fail to name cadets, their quo- 
tas can be transferred to other nations 
within the present limit of 20 cadets from 
such nations. 

A bill, S. 2143, embodying the depart- 
ment’s proposal, was introduced by Sena- 
tor Thomas, Utah. 
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Jets Aid Plane Takeoffs 

The Navy is now prepared to use jet- 
assisted takeoff for both carrier airplanes 
and flying boats, employing units which 
enable a Navy fighter to cut its takeoff run 
by half. 

Use of the jet-assisted takeoff, or 
“Jato,” as the Navy terms it, will mean 
that carriers can use more of their deck 
space for planes and get more planes, 
more heavily loaded, into the air sooner, 
the Navy Department. stated. 

Land-base Navy and Marine fighters 
are enabled to use little island air strips 
sufely, and can scramble in a hurry, even 
without a wind, in defense of newly-won 
positions. 

With four, six or eight Jato units, used 
in salvo or in a series, a flying boat can 


| greatly increase its payload and still take 


off in a limited area. 

Each jet unit is an engine in itself—a 
cylinder full of a solid propellent which 
includes oxygen in the mixture so it can 
burn without air. It has an electrically 


| controlled spark }.ug which sets if off 


and a rocket-like vent from which the 
jet cases give their thrust. 

Jet units look very much like bombs 
except that they are fastened to the fuse- 
lage, instead of enclosed within it or at- 
tached to the wings. They are easily 
mounted and replaced. Each unit delivers 
thrust equivalent to about 330  horse- 
power which is available through the 
takeoff period. 

The Navy started its jet-assisted take- 
off experimental program back in 1941 at 
the U. S. Engineering Experiment Station, 
Annapolis, Maryland, under the direct 
supervision of Capt. Calvin M. Bolster, 
USN. With the experiments underway 
the Guggenheim Aeronautical Labora- 
tories at the California Institute of Tech- 
nology were requested by the Navy to 
build the first small jet units. The first 
flight test on 1 March, 1943, was the high 
point for the experimenters in their long 
struggle against time and the urgeney of 
war.

A plea that the United States retain the

Committee. Mr. Maas advocated 
that the participation of American com- 
panies in the international air transport 
field be on a non-competitive basis to 
encourage its rapid growth. He said: 

“We have built up the greatest system of 
air bases. One of the main questions that 
arises is as to the disposition of these bases. 
Specifically in the Pacific area there are many 
bases that we took with the blood and lives 
of Americans, and at great cost in our re- 
sources, islands that were mandated to other 
countries by the League of Nations. Those 
islands were either surrendered without fight- 
ing or were conquered by the Japs. 

I can see no other position than when such 
mandated territories were surrendered the 
mandate ceased to exist, and that when we 
occupied those islands by virtue of having 
driven the Japs out the ultimate disposition 
of those islands is our responsibility, and no 
nation has any rightful claim to them and 
no American official has any right to make 
any agreement disposing of those vital mili- 
tary bases, which also will have great com- 
mercial importance, without the full knowl- 
edge and approval of the American people. I 
do not think any executives have the right 
to hand around territory. 

“The island bases I am talking about were 
the sovereign territory of any nation 
the last war. They were generally 
islands that had been mandated by 
the League of Nations to Japan, Australia, 
New Zealand, and England. They are not 
parts of the sovereign territory of those na- 
tions. I know that our naval and air needs 
will require a comprehensive system of air 
bases in the Pacific. The question as to inno- 
cent passage or freedom of the air sounds 
very attractive, but to a large extent that is 
a way to divide with other nations the ad- 
vantages which we already have—advantages 
that were built up legitimately and honestly 
by American initiative and toil. 

“There has been some sort of an agreement 
that we would limit our trips in competitive 
areas to those of other nations. Many times 
the capacity of another nation will be so 
limited that they might be able to make but 
2 trans-Atlantic trips a day, whereas our ca- 
pacity, our production of airplanes, our re- 
serve of pilots, and our knew-how might 
make it possible to run 10 trips a day. How- 
ever, we are apparently agreeing to limit ours 
to the minimum of any other nation with 
whom we are competing.” 

The same day Senator Brooks, IIl., de- 
nounced the sale of bases in Canada and 
urged that Congress stop further sale of 
bases built by us throughout the world. 
Speaking of the Canadian bases, he said: 

“Nine of these bases were constructed by 
the United States along the northwest staging 
route at a cost of more than $37,000,000. Five 
of these bases were constructed along the 
northeast ferry route at a cost in excess of 
$34,000,000. Flight strips were constructed 
throughout Canada at a cost considerably 
more than $4,000,000. 

“Already, before the war has been won, our 
War Department has sold all of these bases 
and flight strips at a price of almost $14,- 
000,000 less than the cost to us.”’ 
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Research Bureaus For Services 


To provide for the creation of ‘Offices 
of Research and Development along mili- 
tary and naval lines in the War 
and Navy Departments, Representative 
Snyder, Pa., has introduced H. R. 5182, 
and Representative Sheppard, Calif., has 
submitted H. R. 5184. 

The two bills would provide an official 
setup for approving and coordinating all 
military and naval research and develop- 
ment projects. Each department would 
have a staff consisting of a director with 
rank of a bureau chief, an assistant di- 
rector, and representatives of the depart- 
ments’ procurement agencies. 

The sponsors of the bills, Representa- 
tives Snyder and Sheppard, are the re-

Foreign Service for Navy Wonien 


Legislation to provide that members of 
the Women’s conponents of the Navy, 
Marine Corps and Coast Guard may serve 
beyond the continental limits of the 
United States was reported 13 Sept. by 
the Senate Naval Committee and immedi 
Senate. 

The bill S. 2028 provides that the 
Waves, Women Marines and Spars may 
be assigned to duty in the American 
Area outside the United States and in 
Alaska and Hawaii, but only at their own 
request. The American Area is the area 
limited by boundaries established by an 
Executive Order of the President, under 
date of 4 June 1942, for the awarding of 


a certain campaign medal for duty per 
formed within those boundaries. This 
area includes, beyond the continental 
limits of the United States, Central 


America, South America, and the Carib 
bean archipelago, and Greenland and Ice 
land. 

Members of the Women’s Reserves are 
not to be assigned to duty on naval vessels 
nor on aircraft while engaged in combat 
missions. 

The immediate purpose of the bill is to 
have 332 officers and 4,906 enlisted men 
relieved from duty in Hawaii for sea duty 
or for duty on the small islands and atolls 
under the Hawaiian command by replace- 
ments from the Womens Reserves. The 
specific request of Admiral Nimitz led to 
the approval of the bill. The latest in- 
formation is that the Navy Department 


does not contemplate placing them on 
duty elsewhere, if the legislation is en 


acted, until adequate housing facilities 
are availablegas is a fact in Hawaii. 

The bill will now go to the House 
which had a similar but not identic bill 
reported to it by the House Naval Com 
mittee in June. It understood the 
House Naval Committee will recommend 
adoption of the Senate bill. 
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Special Veterans’ Courses 

Yale University has announced a plan 
whereby returning war veterans will be 
able to complete or continue their college 
education in order to get into a chosen 
occupation. The plan, which will become 
effective immediately, is on a broad and 
flexible basis, including provisions for al 
most any type of situation. 

For men who have never attended col 
lege or who completed less than a year 
of study, there will be an intensive course 
to equip them for entrance into the junior 


or, in exceptional cases, the senior class 
A four-term intensive course for those 
With at least a full college year will be 


provided, which will make possible en 
trance into the professional or graduate 
schools. 

The calendar will consist of two 16 
week terms each in the fall and spring. 
with an additional short or half-term ol 
eight weeks in the summer. Appropriate 
bachelor degrees will be presented to men 
with two years’ pre-war college, service 
in the armed forces plus one year of cred 
itable work under the new plan.

Air Hooper Testimony 


Statements made by Rear Adm. Stan- | 
ford C. Hooper, former director of the | 


Navy's Interdepartmental Communica- 
tions Liaison Commission, that the Fed- 
eral Communications Commission had ob- 
structed military defense measures prior 
to Pearl Harbor were made public 13 
Sept. by Representative Miller, Mo., at a 
session of the special 
investigating the FCC. 

FCC Chairman Fly was in the witness 
chair as Mr. Miller read into the record 
lengthy extracts of testimony taken in 
executive session before the 
began open hearings in July 1943. 


Mr. Miller did not at first identify Ad- | 


miral Hooper, but when Mr. Fly men- 
tioned his name, Mr. Miller said that it 
was Admiral Hooper he was quoting, and 
declared that he could do the officer no 
harm since he was “beyond reprisals.” 
The statements Mr. Miller read quoted 
Admiral Hooper as charging that the De- 
fense Communications Board which Mr. 
Fly heads failed to take action on a Navy 
recommendation that certain subordi- 
nates be removed as disloyal to the United 
States.

Mr. Miller quoted the Naval officer as 
follows: 

“It is common knowledge now that the 
Japs were given information via radio tele 
phone from Honolulu to Japan, secret infor- 
mation about the movement of our ships and 
our preparedness at Pearl Harbor. 

“If that could have been prevented, the 
Japs might have come on the wrong day, they 
might have been prevented from knowing 
weather conditions, perhaps they would not 
have sunk a ship. So the Army recommended 
authorization of wiretapping but Fly opposed 
it and it was not passed.”

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Wearing of Uniform 

Defining the phrase “occasions of cere- 
mony” as used in the regulation author- 
izing wear of the military uniform on 
such occasions by persons no longer in 
military service but who have served 
honorably in time of war, Change 1 to 
AR 600-40 states: 

The phrase “occasions of ceremony” means 
oecasions essentially of a military character 
at which the uniform is more appropriate 
than civilian clothing, e. g., memorial serv- 
ices, military weddings, military funerals, 
military balls, military parades, and meet- 
ings or functions of associations formed for 
military purposes, the membership of which 
is composed largely or entirely of honorably 
discharged veterans of the services or of Re- 
serve personnel. Authority to wear the uni- 
form under the act, and under this inter- 
pretation, includes authority to wear the 
uniform while traveling to and from the 
ceremony, provided such travel in uniform 
can be completed on the day of the ceremony.

Financial Digest 


James F. Byrnes, director of the Office 
of War Mobilization, presented to the 
President, 10 Sept., a report on the work 
of Government agencies in planning for 
industrial reconversion and demobiliza- 
tion after the fall of Germany. 

Summarized, the report forecast more 
food for civilians, more gasoline for mo- 
torists, particularly in the East, the end 
of many labor controls, a reduction of 
Federal personnel and a general relaxa- 
tion of wartime restrictions. 

The Army, the report stated, has, in 
view of the improved military situation, 
decided to reduce its strategic reserve of 
war materials 50 per cent. It was pointed 
out that this reserve represented initial 
equipment for 1,000,000 men, Such a de- 
cision will constitute a saving of about 
$1,000,000,000. 

Mr. Byrnes said that price and wage 
controls must be maintained after the 
fall of Germany and that a return to the 
40-hour week in all areas except those in 
which a critical labor shortage exists will 
assure the necessary spreading of work. 

The report states that Lt. Gen. Brehon 
Somervell, commanding general of the 
ASF, with the approval of General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, has 
directed that the strategic reserve be im- 
mediately studied in the light of current 
production and strategic situation with- 
out delay. 

The House Economic Planning Com- 
mittee, headed by Representative William 
M. Colmer, Miss., delivered to the House 
this week a report on economic problems 
of the reconversion period. The six rec- 
ommendations made in the report dealt 
with a post-war program of lower taxes 
on business, tight credit controls, stream- 
lined government, increased foreign 
trade, early removal of wartime agricul- 
tural controls and maintenance of an 
armed force of approximately 3,000,000 
men until the occupation of enemy terri- 
tory is ended. 

J. A. Krug, acting chairman of WPB, 
in a statement made before the Senate 
War Investigating Committee, 8 Sept., 
said: ; 

“WPB has a twofold responsibility. 
First, we must maintain .the production 
schedules needed by the armed forces. 
Second, we must adopt policies which will 
generate maximum reconversion and re- 
employment after X-Day.” 

He continued with an outline for the 
striking from the books all limitation and 
materials conservation orders that can 
possibly be removed and for the protec- 
tion of military production. 

The board of governors of the Federal 
Reserve System announced 11 Sept. that 
bank debits, as reported by banks in 334 
leading centers for the month of August, 
aggregated $69,213 million. During the 
past three months total debits for the 
same centers amounted to $225,966 mil- 
lion or 17 per cent above the total re- 
ported for the corresponding period a 
year ago. 


Lauds CBI Transportation 

General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff, in a recent letter to General Joseph 
W. Stilwell praised the transportation 
handling record in Calcutta and along the 
Assam line of communications. 

Praising the men who are carrying on 
the job in India, he also comments on the 
fact that American cargo handling in In- 
dian ports has kept them rated high 
among overseas ports during the past six 
months. 

“All this indicates,’ said General Mar- 
shall, “that your transportation people 
have done an outstanding job despite the 
many difficulties not normally encoun- 
tered in other theaters.” 








New Troop Carrier Commander 


Brig. Gen. William D. Old, until recent- 
ly commander of the Provisional Troop 
Carrier Command in the China-Burma- 
India theater, has been appointed com- 
manding general of the First Troop Car- 
rier Command, USAAF, Stout Field, Ind. 
General Old has more than 9) combat 
missions to his credit. He succeeds Brig. 
Gen. Frederick W. Evans to whom an un- 
disclosed assignment has been given. 








Merchant Marine 

Capt. Edward Macauley, USN-Ret., 
this week was nominated for a full six- 
year term on the U. S. Maritime Commis- 
sion, beginning 26 Sept. 

Captain Macauley was named to the 
commission on 3 April 1941 to fill the va- 
cancy caused by resignation of Commis- 
sioner Max O’Rell Truitt. His work on 
the Commission has contributed enor- 
mously to the building of an enlarged and 
efficient training system for the Merchant 
Marine and to the improvement of labor 
relations. 

President Roosevelt, on 19 Dee. 1941 
designated Captain Macauley as Chair- 
man of the Maritime War Emergency 
Board ; on 25 April 1942, he was appoint- 
ed Deputy Administrator, War Shipping 
Administration, supervising training, re- 
cruitment and manning, and maritime 
labor relations. 

Captain Macauley was promoted to a 
captain in 1918. From October, 1918 to 
November, 1919, he commanded the USS 
George Washington. This was during the 
period the George Washington took Presi- 
dent Wilson to France for the Peace Con- 
ference, and later brought the King and 
Queen of Belgium for a visit to the United 
States. He retired from the Navy in 1922 
at his own request, after 30 years of 
service. 

Post-war Operation Plan Submitted 

Vice Adm. Emory 8S. Land, USN-Ret., 
Chairman of the U. S. Maritime Commis- 
sion, appearing before the House Mer- 
chant Marine Committee this week, asked 
Congress to give steamship lines a chance 
to share in the race for postwar world air 
commerce. “They possess the know-how 
of foreign trade,” Admiral Land asserted. 

Admiral Land said that other nations 
have no restrictions on their merchant 
shipping in this respect. He declared that 
the American maritime service should be 
encouraged to develop air transport to 
stimulate the Nation’s foreign commerce, 
help meet foreign competition, and de- 
velop in peace years a powerful auxiliary 
for the armed forces. 

Permission of the Maritime Commis- 
sion is sought for the operation of a fleet 
of 30 passenger and cargo ships over four 
shipping routes, including the four ves- 
sels now controlled by the American 
President Lines, Ltd. The routes would 
supplement the two routes operated by 
the shipping company before the war. 

Returning Seamen 

More than 15,000 merchant seamen and 
officers have been repatriated from over- 
seas to United States ports, since the be- 
ginning of the war, by the War Shipping 
Administration it was announced Wed- 
nesday. Of this number, approximately 
4,700 seamen and officers were repatriated 
during the first six months of 1944, offi- 
cials said. It was revealed that a ma- 
jority of the seamen and officers re- 
patriated so far during the war have re- 
turned to sea again. 


Asks Congress tc Probe Pearl 
Harbor 


A resolution asking Congress to investi- 
gate the Pearl Harbor disaster and de- 
manding immediate court martial of 
Rear Adm. Husband E. Kimmel, USN- 
Ret. and Maj. Gen. Walter C. Short, 
USA-Ret. in order to obtain the facts of 
the catastrophe was adopted by the Army 
and Navy Union on 25 Aug.

Subsequently, it was learned that dif- 
ferences in doctrine and training brought 
about the clash that ended in the relief of 
the Army General. The Army units, it 
was said, had been trained to consolidate 
the beach-head and remain there until 
artillery and mortars were available, then 
to move forward under cover of the heavy 
fire, stop, bring up the artillery and mor- 
tars, and to proceed in that manner, 
which General Ralph Smith believed more 
economical of life. The Marine doctrine 
and training, it was said, is based on foot 
units advancing as rapidly and as far as 
possible before stopping. The Army Gen- 
eral, whose units held the center of the 
line, while the Marines were on his flanks, 
was ordered to proceed in the usual 
Marine manner. This, it 
attempted to do, but being trained in 
other methods, his outfits were not able 
to keep up with the Marines. With the 
flanks advanced and the center retarded, 
the Japs moved in and attempted to 
strike the Marine flanks. It was at this 
point that General Holland Smith is said 
to have relieved General Ralph Smith and 
to have sent in Marine Reserves to move 
the center of the line forward. 

In Congressional circles, where the 
story Was under discussion, there was 
considerable feeling that the incident was 
the result of inter-service rivalry and cap- 
ital may be made of it to further the 
movement for a single department of de- 
fense, 





Post-War Army Size 

America’s post-war Army should be 
relatively small, backed up by trained 
reserves and a system of compulsory mili- 
tary training, Maj. Gen. William *. Tomp- 
kins, Chief of the Special Planning Divi- 
sion of the War Department General 
Staff, declared in a recent statement pub- 
lished in the Congressional Record by 
House Majority Leader McCormack. 

Echoing the philosophy of the recent 
directive of General George C. Marshall 
(9 Sept. ARMy AND Navy JourNAL), Gen- 
eral Tompkins said: 

“However, all our planning has been predi 
tated on the principle that a large professional 
Army has no place among the institutions of a 
modern democratic state and that the post 
war American Army must consist of a rel- 
atively small professional organization, with 
adequate citizen reserves built up through a 
system of universal military training.

“It should be borne in mind that when we | 


Speak of a small standing Army we do not 
contemplate falling back to the pitifully small 
Army we had during the period from 1928 
through 1935. If you subtracted the garrisons 
We maintained in the Philippines, Hawaii, and 
Panama, you could have put that entire Army 
in the Yankey Stadium and still had some 
‘pty seats. We believe that our require- 
ments for national security in the post-war 
World will necessitate an Army many times 
that size. 

“This standing Army would be supple- 
mented by a much larger reserve force of citi- 
wn soldiers trained on a systematic and uni 
versal basis in peacetime. We feel it is far 
Wiser to establish such a system of military 
Waining, planned to benefit our youth from 
4 physical standpoint, than to risk having to

*xistence of our Nation.”

Clarify Demobilization

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Leaves of Absence 


Paragraph 6d of AR 605-115 has been 
amended by Change No. 1, 8 August, to 
provide that leaves of absence will not be 
granted except by specific War Depart- 
ment authority to officers stationed in con- 
tinental United States to visit any area 
outside continental United States. 

Exception is made in the case of visits 
to Canada and Mexico in certain circum- 
stances or in the case of leave taken by 
oral permission over Sunday or a holiday 
or for less than a day, as outlined in para- 
graphs 20 and 194 of the regulation. 

The change also prescribes that leaves 
of absence to visit within or between over- 
seas commands, departments and allied 
or occupied countries may be granted sub- 
ject to passport provisions and such re- 
strictions as the military commanders 
concerned may prescribe. Permission to 
visit a country with which the United 
States has no diplomatic relations will not 
be granted.

New Commissions for Admirals 


The nominations of Admirals Chester 
W. Nimitz and Royal E. Ingersoll to be 
temporary admirals under the act of 24 
July 1941 were sent to the Senate this 
week and reported by the Senate Com- 
mittee on Naval Affairs. 

Admiral Nimitz, who would rank from 
31 Dec. 1941, now holds four-star rank by 
virtue of his command of the Pacific Fleet, 
while Admiral Ingersoll, who would rank 
from 1 July 1942, holds his admiraley as 
commander of the Atlantic Fleet. 

In explanation of the nominations, the 
Navy Department submitted the follow- 
ing statement to the Naval Committee: 

A law enacted more than 20 years ago 
authorized the officers who were assigned to 


duty as commander in chief of the Pacific | 


Fleet and commander in chief of the Atlantic 
Fleet to assume the rank of admiral while 
serving in these positions. These officers are 
not confirmed by the Senate and revert to 
their permanent status upon being detached 
from these particular duties. This law has 


been amended from time to time so that three | 


officers of the Navy who hold important com- 
mand positions may be designated as ad- 
mirals without being confirmed by the Senate. 


Admirals Nimitz and Ingersoll hold their | 


ranks as admiral by virtue of being assigned 
to duty, respectively, as commander in chief 
of the Pacific and Atlantic Fleets. Upon be- 
ing detached from these specific duties these 
officers would revert to their permanent rank 
of rear admiral. 

Approximately 3 years ago Congress 
enacted legislation authorizing officers to be 
temporarily promoted during the war and for 
a period of 6 months thereafter. It provided 
also that officers promoted to the rank of ad- 
miral should be confirmed by the Senate.

“This documentary proof, 
copies of which no doubt are in the files 
of the War Department, General Short 
believes will completely vindicate him of 
unfounded charges and prove that he used 
all reasonable care and precaution, and 
had, in fact, acted completely justifiably 
in view of the information that had been 
furnished him by Washington.”

Report on Job Placement 


More than half a million jobs for the 
1,279,000 service personnel who have al 
ready returned home have been found by 
the Veterans’ Employment Service of the 
War Manpower Commission, Paul  V. 
McNutt, WMC Chairman, announced this 
week. 

Although per cent has sometimes 
been used as the percentage of return 
ing service men who want to go back to 
their former employment, Mr. McNutt 
said that this figure, while statistically 
correct, is misleading. This is becaure it 
is based on the total number of return 
ing fighters, many of whom were too 
young to work before thev entered the 
services and many others of whom were 
unemployed or had temporary jobs at the 
time of enlistment or induction. Making 
these allowances, Mr. McNutt said, 50 
to 60 per cent would more closely «ap- 
proximate the number of men actully 
employed before the war who are plan- 
ning to return to their former jobs.
